Scranton, Pa., Oct. 10.—The great' 


feature of the mining situation today 
is this afternoon's parade. President 
Mitchell and staff arrived this morn- 
ing fr,om Hazelton to take part. 
He 


was received, with a great ovation at 
the depot. 
It is estimated that from 


twenty-five to thirty thousand men 
•will "be in line. 
Mitchell will address 


the multitude at Laurel Hill Park and 
much weight will be placed to his re- 
Jtnarks. 


Settlement Still Possible. 


'Hazelton, Pa.,Oct. 10.—A settlement 


of the anthracite coal-miner's strike 
js still only a remote possibility, not- 
withstanding the \call for a convention 
in • Scranton Friday, which has been 
sent out by President Mitchell and his 
colleagues. 
Mr. Mitchell has retain- 


ed the rooms which be occupied as of- 
fices in the Valley hotel vin this city, 
and it is understood that1 he will re- 
turn here. 


The fact is regarded as an indica- 


tion of the opinion of the national pres- 
ident that the officers may get orders 
irom the meeting to "carry the war 
into Egypt." Before his departure for 
. :Shamokin President Mitchell declined 


to discuss the probable outcome of 
'the convention, and said that its ac- 
tion would be followed by the officers 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, including himself. 


Bituminous Pledge Possible. 


It was said this afternoon that the 


bituminous miners would pledge their 
suppoift,-to the anthracite men at the 
Scraaton conference. 
W. D. Ryan, 


secretary-treasurer of 
district 12, 


which covers Illinois and which is the 
biggest district in the mine-workers' 
organization, will be present, and it is 
understood he will pledge, the 35,000 
'members and the $25,000 which the Ill- 
inois miners have to the men who are 
engaged in the present strike. 
Be- 


sides it will be possible for the officers 
of the bituminous fields' unions to 
levy .an assessment of from §1 to $2 
.a week on their working members. 


Operators Will Do No More. 


Scranton, Pa. .Oct. 10.—Interviews 


•with prominent operators here today 
elicited a uniform declaration that 
no further concessions or modifica- 
tions of the present offer will be made, 
.and that the miners must take it or 
leave it just as it stands. 
All ar- 


rangements fo» tomorrow's big pa- 
rade and mass meeting are now com- 
plete. 
Fully 20,000 will be in the pa- 


rade, and it is estimated 50,000 per- 
sons will assemble to hear President 
Mitchell and others' speak. 
The na- 


tional officers come here tomorrow 
and will remain here until after the 
convention and possibly till the strike 
is settled.

OVERFLOW OF THE WISCONSIN 


RIVER AT PORTAGE. 


Many Families Are Driven from Home 


by the Rising Waters—Hundreds of 
Men at Work on the Government 
Levee, Which is in 
Danger of 


Destruction. 


Portage, Wis., Oct. 10.—The great- 


est flood in the history of this section 
is raging in the Wisconsin River Val- 
ley. 
Many families have been driven 


from home, 'stock has been 
killed, 


crops ruined, -and the 
government 


works are in danger of destruction. 


Last spring the river reached 
a 


stage exceeding any since 1838, but 
the present high water exceeds that 
by at least a foot and a half. 
The 


government guage at the 'Wisconsin 
River locks registered eleven feet, 
and the guage board is now more than 
a foot under water. 


Strengthening the Levee. 


All last night and all today several 


hundred men were at work along the 
levee, extending for a distance of 
several miles, strengthening the weak 
points and filling in where the em- 
bankments have been worn away. 


North of the city on the opposite 


side of the river the levee has given 
way, 
and the water is pouring through 


a yawning crevasse and flooding the 
entire valley between the city and the 
Baraboo Bluffs, resulting in great dam- 
age to live stock, crops, and buildings. 
Hundreds of farmers will have the 
entire year's crops of grain and pota- 
toes swept away. •, 


Government Levees in Danger. 
The government levees south of and 


opposite the city are still intact, but 
at any moment the flood scenes of last 
spring may be repeated at these points 
as there are many crumbling and leak- 
ing sections of the levee that threaten 
to break. 
.' 


In the northern part of the city the 


water is pouring through the streets, 
inundating cellars 
and 
buildings.' 


Many families have been compelled to 
move to higher ground. 


Mississippi 
River Rising. 


' Winona, Minn., Oct. 10.—The Miss- 


issippi River at this point today rose 
over a foot, now registering 12.6 above 
the low water mark. 
The river is 


now the highest it has been in over a 
year, and if it continues to rise at 
its present rate for another day ser- 
ious damage will result. 


Serious Damage at La Crosse. 


La Crosse, Wis., Oct. 10.—The Miss- 


issippi River has risen over a foot 
at this point within the last twenty- 
four nours ami the river is now at the 
highest stage this 
season. 
Great 


damage has been done along-the river 
in this vicinity to farmers who occupy 
tho bottom land. 


The Black River 
has 
receded 


slightly. 
The Chippewa River has 


been on the rampage and many towns 
have been inundated. Railroad traffic- 
on the Chippewa division of the Mil- 
waukee road has hee'n practically sus- 
pended on account of'the washouts.

NECK WAS BROKEN 


New York Man Lives Hours With His 


Skull Fractured and a 
Brol*en 


Heck —Dies While Sleeping. 


New York, Oct 10.—For six 
hours 


C. J. Lang, 38 years old, walked, talk- 
ed, laughed and enjoyed himself with 
his family in ignorance that his skull 
was fractured and his neck broken. 


It was not until he 'had retired and 


his pillow pressed on the broken bone 
of his neck that he knew he was in- 
jured at all, and then he died. 'Lang 
was a truckman. 
Last night he fell 


from his truck at Eighty-sixth street 
and Broadway.

He landed on the back of his neck 


and head and was for a time uncon- 
scious. 
However, before an' ambu- 


lance could be sent for he sprang up 
declaring he was all right except for 
a slight headache. 


He went about his work and at six 


o'clock took his team to the stable, 
after which he went home and ate a 
hearty supper. 
He' laughingly told 


of his fall and laughingly called it an 
awful bump, but said the headache 
had passed away. 
He remained in 


the house until after eight o'clock, 
after, which be went to a neighboring 
saloon, where he remained for an 
hour. 
After that he returned home 


and went to bed. 


Persons say it was one of the most 


remarkable cases on record: 
There 


have ben numerous cases where men 
with fractured skulls have gone about 
for hours, but never before where a 
man's neck had been broken. One of 
the small bones of the neck had been 
chipped off and it was the pressure, 
of this on the spinal cord ivren Lang 
lay asleep that killed him.

Hardly a factory in town is paying the 
required percentage on 50 per cent, of 
the amount of insurance carried, and 
as a consequence the burden of' sup- 
porting ah expensive fire department 
has fallen on the small business man 
and property holder.

NEW INDUSTRY IN 


BELGIAN HARES 


HAS BEEN TAKEN UP BY PAR- 


TIES IN THIS CITY. 


Extensive Rabbitries Have Been Estab- 


lished, and by Next Spring a Large 
Number of the Animals Will Be 
Ready for the Market—Methods of 
Raising Them. 


The raising of Belgian hares is an in- 


dustry that has been carried on on a 
large scale in California and the west, 
has been taken up by parties in Janas- 
ville. Norman L. Cowles and William 
M, Pfennig have extensivp |cabbilries 
aad by next spring 
will have a large 


number of hares reudy for .market. A 
large amount of. pleasure as well as 
proQt can be derived from this indus- 
try. 


The hares are very prolific and if left 


aloco will breed every thirty days after 
they attain the age of six months. The 
most successful 
breeders, however, do 


not attempt to rniee any young until 
the doe is from seven to eight months 
old and then only in the winter seasons 


When full grown a good hare ' will 


weigh about eight pounds, and from the 
tima of its birth until six months old it 
grows rapidly and gains about a pound 
a' month. .The cumber ot young varies 
from six to twelve at time, the average 
being eight or nine. 


There is a good demand in the market 


for the meat which brings from 20 to 25 
Leiita a pound. ' It i-s good eating, being 
much liko 
chickec, 
only finer and 


has none of the rack tuste' of tbe wild 
rabbit, It costs little to raise one of 
these animals. Breeders say 50 cents B 
year will cover all the expense of raising. 
The breeding acimuls are. kept separate, 
each one having a hatch to itself which 
prevents their fighting, they being quar- 
relsome when put together. 


A good specimen of the Belgian hare 


should weigh about eight pounds, be 
rangy and of a color called Eufus red. 
with good loeing on the ears and .pro- 
nounced ticking down the back. 
The 


eyes should be largo and round of a 
rich hiizel color, with a distinct light 
ehtide around the edga, 
, 
' 


The breeders raise' the animals in 


hutches three b^ four feet square and 
twenty inches deep which will accommo- 
date nn old rabbit and eight or nine 
young. 


They will eat anything a sheep will 


but will not forage for themselves. 
If 


one were turned loose it would be liable 
to starve and they are so tame that they 
fall easy prey to cats, dogs aud other 
animals. 


Mr. Cowles has been in the business 


about a year and has somo very choice 
stock. Most of his original enimala be 
ing purchased irjLos:Angeles Gnl., and 
Deuvor, Col. Most of his rabbits are 
pedigreed stock of the Lir.d Brittain and 
Edinborough mystery strain. 
The own- 


ers of Lord Brittain refused 82,500 for 
him and then lost him by poison at a 
rabbit show where he wns on exhibition. 


Mr. Cowles has two larpe rabbitries 


and expects to have three hundred bares 
ready for the market by spring. 
Mr. 


Pfennig is also an extensive breeder of 
these 
animals and has some choice 


stock, his. being the Lipton and ,Yucon 
strfiins. 'Both of these gentlemen ex- 
pect to realize a good sum on their in- 
vestment when thoy are ready to put 
the hares on the market.

The Plant Operated by Fifield Bros, on 


Pleasant Street—Employ Twenty 


Men in Their Yards. 


Among tho thriving industries of 


J»nesville of which very little notice has 
been taken, is the plant of tne Japts- 
yille Bed Brick Co. owned and opvrted 
by Alderman F. E. Fifield and his 
brother, James S. Fifielcl. The 'plant is 
located on the site of the old Duke 
brick yard on Pleasant street, about one 
:mile west of, the city. 
A large amount 


of the latest improved brick machinery 
is in operation and kilns of the latest 
deeign are in use. 


The product of this yard is a superior 


quality of hard red brick for building 
purposes, and well suited for sidewalks. 
While all the machinery is not yet in 
operation, ond only one kiln is uaed.the 
output for the yard during the lasa 
year has been in the neighborhood of 
one million brick, and steady employ- 
ment has been given to twenty men. 


Extensive improvements are being 


make in the plant; a new down draft 
kiln with a capacity of one hundred 
thousand brick is nearly completed, and 
this, with the kiln already in operation, 
will give them a capacity'of three hun- 
dred and eighty thousand brick at each 
firing. The proprietors estimate that 
with the new kiln and with a new mix- 
ing machine'called a disintegrator, they 
will turn out n million and a half of 
superior red brick each year. 


The clay used in making the brick is 


taken from their property adjacent to 
the plant and is of supeii ir quality for 
the manufacture of this kind of brick, 
The sand used in thejnrms is shipped in 
from Menominie, Wis., and other places. 


There is a large demand for the class 


of brick turned out at this plant and 
when it is once in full operation it will 
be equal to the large plants now in 
operation in Edgertou, Jefferson, Bock- 
ford, 111., and several other brick produc- 
ing cities. 


When tho Fifield Brothers took hold 


of this plant it was practically aban- 
doned. They had faith in the business 
and in a quiet way have brought it to- 
its present state. 
During the coming 


season the force of men will be increased 
and employment given '' to more wage 
earnere.

Hazleton, Pa., 6ct. 10.—A National 


Mine Workers' official declared to-day 
that the miners' convention at Scran- 
ton would reject the offer made by the 
operators—a 10 per cent advance in 
wages, a part of which is a r«diiction 
in the price of powder. If this pre- 
diction proves correct the end o! the 
strike will be postponed indefinitely. 


Opposition to th« operators' otter is 


developing rapidly. 
A delegation of 


McAdoo strikers called at headquar- 
ters. The members did not hesitate to 
say their local union ivoulri not accept 
the 
terms offered. 
Similar reports 


came In all day from other localities. 
In other districts, where powder has 
been sold for $1.50, the men favor ac- 
cepting the compromise offer, but in 
the opinion of the official quoted these 
men will be outvoted on Friday. The 
convention gives promise of being a 
lively meeting and it IB possible the 
1,000 delegate* expected to attend will 
not be able to reach a decision by Sat- 
urday. 
In the event the convention 


lasts over Sunday an effort will be 
made to have the operators meet or 
make a more definite offer. 
Should 


this plan succeed It Is possible an 
agreement will be reached on Monday. 
It is considered likely, however/ that a 
vote to continue the strike will be 
reached on Saturday. 
Many delegates 


were elected, the majority being in- 
structed', but to what effect it was im- 
possible to learn. 


JBlg Demonstration at Khamohtn. 


Shamokin, Pa., Set. 10.—President 


Mitchell of the United Mine Workers, 
who took part in the labor demon- 
stration, was welcomed in a most en- 
thusiastic manner by the thousands of 
striking mine workers in this section 
of the Schuylkill valley. 
The. city 


was profusely decorated and all the 
stores and other business houses in 
the vicinity closed at noon and thou- 
sands of persons came from surround- 
ing towns to march in the parade and 
to listen^ to Mr. Mitchell's 
speech. 


Fully 6,000 strikers were in line. 


Mr. Mitchell's Speech. 


President Mitchell said in nart: 
"Every other strike- that has taken 


place in the anthracite region 
has 


been declared off by 
your 
officers. 


Heretofore when men went on strike 
they remained out for a time and then 
the chief executive or the executive 
board declared the strike off without 
consulting the wishes of the strikers. 
1 want to say, as I have said before, 
tllat this strike will nsver end until 
the miners, through delegates Jn con- 
vention, end it for themselves. 
We 


have called a convention, .and 
you 


men are invited to 
send 
delegates 


there. You are invited to pass judg- 
ment on the operator's proposition. 
If you believe that they act in good 
faith, if you believe 10 per cent to be 
enough, if you believe that they will 
pay the 10 per cent for a year, then 
you must decide whether to return to 
work. On the other hand, if you re- 
ject the offer and continue on strike, 
John Mitchell will be there to help, 
you do it. I do not expect that this 
one strike will eradicate all the wrongs 
from which you suffeW I do not be- 
lieve that the accumulation of forty 
yuars of injustice can be wiped out 
al. once, but I do believe that you 
have established an organization here 
that with each succeeding year will 
give you improved conditions of em- 
ployment"
